As will be seen from the telegram which 
we publish to-day, the name of Ronerts 
appears to spell success and his onwar 
march towards Pretoria continues unchecke 
We have now, completely turned the tables 
upon the Boers, but only, by great exertions, 
and at a tremendous. cost of blood and.

Not that they have not the necessary force, 
for their forces are, a3 a rule, much larger 
than our own, ‘put for the simple reason 
that ro other Power could have supplied 
the transport for such an immense 
force in the time in which we have done 
so. « This should -be an object lesson 
to all, and doibtless, will . be, and we 
trust. that it wih have the effect of mak- 
ing ~the Dritish public generally see the 
necessity of maintaining British supremacy 
at sea; notonly in the matter of warships but 
in that of merchant ships as well, Our 
merchant navy has been just as great a 
factor in saving the situation as has‘ our war 
navy, and it should not be permitted to 
decline, 
regen ELE, GENO TERROR at 
Advices from the north tend to show that, 
.the rapacious Empress Dowager is as deters. 
mined as ever to spare no pains to compass: 
the death of all those who-are in any way in- 
clined towards progress and western ideas as 
oppdsed to the old-time conservative’ views 
of the Empress and her followers.

At the present’ moment it is not too much 
to say that the life of no prominent 
I Chinaman ‘ein be considered safe. The 
Empress lowayer’s lust {or blood has been 
once more awakened and the least word 
breathed by a Censor is suflicient to bring 
down the Imperial wrath upon the offender, 
no matter whether the ‘charge be just or 
otherwise. ‘All this activity upon the part of 
the Dowager against the Progressive-Party 
naturally leads to the people getting the'idea 
that foreigners will réceive no protection 
throtighout,the Empire and we may conse- 
quently look for an increase of anti-foreign 
outrages at no late daic: Indeed, as was 
pointed out the other day by our ‘Tientsin 
Correspondent, matters already seem to have 
reached a pretty pass’ in the north, where. 
the rabidly anti-foreign secret sucicty of the 
Boxers is openly defying the authorities, 
if not secretly ‘fostered by then.
